Of the high relief St. Gaudens pieces, there were 
according to my records 11,250 made.s The first 7000 had 
the so-called wire edge and the next 4000 had what was called 
the modified edge. Therefore those with modified edge should 
be searcer than the wire edged but they never bring the 
price, 


Of this 11 odd thousand presumably most of them were 
saved, while those with the Arabic figures went into circu- 
lation and I don't think anywheres near 11,000 have 
survived. Consequently, I think you were right in stating that 
these ars scarcer than the high reliefs,
